-- WE WELCOME YOUR STATEMENTS EMPHASIZING THE NEED FOR 
REFUGEE REPATRIATION, AND PTE URGE YOU TO ESTABLISH THE 
NECESSARY CONDITIONS IN RWANDA THAT WILL PROMOTE AND 
PERMIT THE SAFE, VOLUNTARY RETURN OF THE REFUGEES. 

— PTE UNDERSTAND THAT YOUR GOVERNMENT AND YOUR COUNTRY 
WILL NEED ASSISTANCE TO CREATE THESE CONDITIONS, 

INCLUDING REESTABLISHING BASIC GOVERNMENT SERVICES, A 
JUDICIAL AND FINANCIAL SYSTEMS, INFRASTRUCTURE AND OTHER 
ESSENTIALS. 

-- PTE KNOW THAT YOU ALSO HAVE SUBSTANTIAL ARREARS TO THE 
WORLD BANK AND THAT THESE ARREARS HAVE PREVENTED YOU FROM 
BENEFITTING FROM 250 MILLION IN IFI ' S PIPELINE FUNDING. 

-- PTE ARE WILLING TO LOOK SERIOUSLY AT ASSISTANCE IN 
THESE AREAS, BUT, IN TURN, NEED TO SEE CONCRETE ACTION 
FROM YOUR GOVERNMENT TO FOSTER REFUGEE RETURN AND, 
ULTIMATELY, NATIONAL RECONCILIATION.
